The now brick addition in tho rear of 
Kurtz' Cigar Factory, (iovernmeiit street, 
has just been completed and runs back 
(10 feet aluiig Trounce alloy, the height 
correapoiiding with the front building i.ii 
tiovernmoiit street. The urouiid li lor la 
occupied by an entrance about J - feet by 
18 feet from which a liight of alalia leads 
to the upper story, and an excise bund 
for tobacco lighted by two w iiolowa se- 
cured by iron gratings. J<'rom thia room 
there is a hand power elevator which 
ascends to the upper atory and is capable 
of raising half a Ion. The second atnry 
will bo divided into an excise lioml 
for cigars capable of holding 
'2,500,000 cigars, a girls' room, and a 
ware room. The object of keeping such 
a large stock of cigars, ia so that they 
may bo properly seasoned before bciiiy 
placed on tho market. I'pon Trounce 
alley there will be a sign painted upon 
the brick work over the njiper windoua, 
and extending the whole depth of the 
building. The tobacco used by thia firm 
is iniporled direct from Havana, which, 
for manufacturing purposes, ia admilteil 
free, and the success of the eatablish- 
inont ia no doubt owing in a groat niea 
aure to the fact that it employs only 
white labor.

When 
asked how ho should serve tho spirits, 
Confucius replied: "Unable to serve men, 
how call wo servo apiritai" Contino your 
thoughts lo human duty. To secure 

I mon well is tho best way to servo the 
gods. To the question which iromediai- 

' ely followed, regarding death, bis lEUiswor 
was: "Not knowing life, how cart wo 
know death?" Attend to tho present; 

I why trouble yours'jlf with inaolublo rid- 
dles about tho future ( Life and death 

I are one. Live well and you will die well. 

j Confucius was a through- going agnostic. 

I He did not deny the existence -of gods 

. and apirita, nor tho possibility nf a future 

' life. Ho simply regarded such subjects 

' aa boyond liuiaaii Unowlodgo, and rofu3(»d 
to diacuaa them. He was sure of hia five 
sonsua, and declined to move a stop fur- 
ther. Aa an agnostic the Confuciaiiist is 
tolerant of other creeds. Ho goes no fur- 
ther and will admit that for the ignorant 
multitude, and especially for women, an 
apparatua fur gods and demona ia nocoa- 
sary. He does nut care, thoreforc, to 
proclaim his akepticisin, still lesa to ac- 
tively propagate it. His creed ia only for 
tho wise; tho masses are bolter as they 
aro. Ho will subscribe to the temples 
and take part in idolatrous ceremonies. 
To the common people Confucian agnos- 
ticism haa never boon very aatiafactory. 
But the .agnostic philosophy haa not boon 
without ita iiiHuonce on tho masses. 
There is but little religious fervor, anil 
scarcely any deep faith. Tho peoplo will 
ridicule thoir own gods, laugh at thoir 
own worship, and freely criticise all tho 
creeds. Spoak to any Ohiiieao, no matter 
what his rank, about tho future life, and 
hia roply ia almost certain to be, "Who 
knowa anything about ill" and is likely 
eiiongli to add, "Eating and drinking are 
realitiea," implying that all else is doubt- 
ful. Refer to the subject of future re- 
wards and puiiislinieiits, and his sarcastic 
remark will probably be, "I have aeen 
the living sutler, but never saw tho dead 
in aiigiiiah." 'J'he present is certain; the 
future is all unknown. He therefore 
keeps a sharp eye to the present chance. 
It must be now or never; there may bo no 
to-morroiv. Intense worldliness and gen- 
eral animalism aro the natural results. 
The conclusion of tho whole matter shows 
how fur superior morally tho original and 
orlhodo-f .syatema of Buddhism and Tao- 
ism are to the agnostic attitude.

'J'lio party has changed, or po- 
itical intluoiice lias changed, and lie 
liiul.a liiiusetf with t.he same idlo h;* 
bits, but without a salary. Ho can- 
not or will not go back to liis old hoait* 
and begin anew, but lio stays here, and 
year by year hopes to get back into of- 
tico. How ho lives in the meantime hea- 
ven only knows. There aro honorable 
exceptloiiH, but they only servo to estab- 
lish the rule. .Some of the richest and 
most iirominoiit oitizeus began life in 
Washington a.s department clerks. 1 
will not mention uaraep. It is a fact 
however, well known here, that a maj- 
ority of those who are forced out of 
public life, and settle in Washington, 
turn out as 'ne'er do weels.' 

"I know a graduate of Harvard college 
who waa himself the president of a col- 
logo himself, a senator in Congress, and 
aubaeiiuontly ill a position of almost un- 
equal power, who'sottlod' in Washington. 
Drink and cards brought him to ruin, and 
and he waa, if I am not wrong, once in 
jail and many times in the atatioiihousu.
